LUXURIES OF GIRL WORKERS, 


New Stockings Twice A Week. 


The story of silk stockings, the 
feminine ‘emblem of American 
prosperity, has just been told again 
in Milwaukee. . 

The teachers in the continuation 
schools there were interested in 
helping. working girls to spend 
their wages wisely. They made an 
inquiry to form the basis: of sug- 
gestions and found some results 
which appear to have startled them. 
Over 1,300 girls were canvassed. 
Their average earnings were 32s, a 
week. They ranged from 8s. to £4. 
The lower figures were duc to un- 
employment. ° Milwaukee » was 
formerly a city of breweries. «It 
now makes “soft drinks,” and much 
of the labour js probably of a low 
grade, ° 7 ; 

All the same, it was found that 
the girls questioned bought on the 
average 15. pairs. of silk stéckings 
a year. The price.ranges from 43. 
to‘7s. The lowest number was. six 
pairs a year, but one girl confessed 
to' the almost incredible total of 
122. She could not tell where the 
money for ‘them came from. |_| 

Half Pay On Clothes, 

Most of the girls excused their 
extravagance by saying that they 
passed on their old silk stockings 
to mother or younger aisters, 
Many of the girls obviously re- 
ceive support from thefr homes, as 
they entered bills for clothing in 
excess of their income, The strik- 
iny fact emerged that on theraver. 
age they spent 46 per cent. of thelr 
earnings on clothing. This was 
almost entirely on outer garments, 
The Amtrican girl is a’ silk-clad 
being.

Only 12 per cent. of thelr earn- 
ings were spent on’ underclothing, 
mostly exiguous, and again of silk.

are sometimes very large—though, 
the amateurs, whose recklessness in 
thia reapect has been, known at 
times to ruin the sport, are “by no 
means low-browa,” but highly cul- 
tured men, often in responsible 
Government positions. - Like moat 
institutions in China, the sport ts 
extremely old and has an ancient 
Nterature; but it was the. last 
phase .in the Chinese cricket cult 
to.be developed. In fact the “Book 
of Crickets” (thirteenth century) 
and the “Revords of Crickets” 
(Ming Dynasty) arc not nearly so 
old -sis the cricket odes in the “Shi 
King,” .the carlieat collection of 
Chinese popular songs; but the 
Chinese at that tlmo were not think- 
ing ‘of 4 possible sport, but ‘of 
sound and music, Jike Anacreon in 
the Mediterranean centuries later, 
or like more recent EngHshmen who 
have celebrated the cricket on the 
hearth, Gradually, however, cric- 
kets have begun to be kept .as ‘in- 
terned prisoners, often in beautiful 
jars or in luxuriously’ appointed 
pavilions; ‘and in .the Imperial 
seraglio the women would find 
solace and diversion in- their com- 
pany., From listening to the cap- 
tives to making them fight (since 
cricket naturally resents the pre- 
sence of cricket in his solitary lair) 
was an easy step; and the sport has 
now all the appurtenances of pro- 
feasionalism. The ‘enerals"— 
Virgil used the same word for the 
more pugnacious of his’ bees—are 
dieted and doctored carefully for 
the fray, receive triumphs and 
ovations in victory, and are follow- 
ed after death ‘by a whole com- 
munity to the grave. . They are, 
however, still kept in thousands. 
solely for -their chirping; the 
tympanum of a good singer is coat- 
ect with wax to increase the volume 
of sound; and special ticklers aro 
made of the whiskers of a hare or 
a rat to stir them up when they are 
in indifferent voice,
